DEAN  NOYT  RETORNS 

AFTER  MAKING  VISIT 

TO  EASTERN  SCHOOLS 


Conventions  of  Business  As- 
sociations Attended  i n 
Chicago;  Profeasor  Meets 
Many  Authors. 


Professor  H.  V.  Hoyt,  Dean  of  the 
College  of  Business  Administration 
returned  last  Sunday  from  a three 
weeks  visit  in  Chicago,  where  he  at- 
tended a number  of  conventions. 
Those  of  special  interest  to  Profeisor 
Hoyt  and  those  of  which  he  attended 
several  sessions  were  the  American 
Farm  Economics  Association,  Ameri- 
can Statistical  Association,  American 
Economics  Association,  the  Univers- 
ity Instructors  in  Accounting,  and 
the  American  Sociological  Associa- 
tion. 

During  the  convention  meetings, 
held  from  December  27th  to  30th, 
Professor  Hoyt  had  the  opportunity 
of  meeting  the  authors  of  practically 
all  the  leading  texts  in  commerce  and 
accounting.  Among  those  of  interest 
were  L.  D.  Weld,  Seger,  Well,  Hat- 
field*, Bullock,  Sechrist,  McMurrin, 
Kester,  and  Scoville. 

Some  of  the  places  of  note  Dean 
Hoyt  visited  were  the  Commission 
Firm,  the  Illinois  Steel  Company 
plant,  and  all  the  Universities  in  the 
middle  west  which  have  commerce 
schools.  These  included  Wisconsin 
University  at  Madison,  Illinois  Uni- 
versity at  Irvana,  North  West  at 
Evanston  and  Chicago,  Denver  Uni- 
versity, and  Chicago  University. 

While  at  Chicago  University,  Dean 
Hoyt  met  Professor  Poulson,  who 
will  be  a candidate  for  his  doctor’s 
degree  at  the  end  of  this  year’s  sum- 
mer school.  Professor  Poulson’s 
thesis  subject  is  the  “Effect  of  Vari- 
ous Colors,  Sizes  and  Kinds  of  Type 
on  the  Eye.” 

Dean  Hoyt  stated  that  in  all  his 
travels,  the  announcement  of  the  fact 
that  he  was  associated  with  the 
Brigham  Young  University  created 
attention  and  interest  and  opened  up 
many  avenues  for  him  to  explain 
Mormonism.  He  further  stated  that 
in  all  instances  men  were  eager  to 
hear  about  it.  He  spent  an  entire 
hour  while  at  the  Swift  and  Com- 
pany plants  explaining  to  the  owners 
and  officials  of  the  company  the  rea- 
sons for  the  growth  and  development 
of  the  western  country.  At  Illinois 
and  Wisconsin  Universities  Dean 
Hoyt  was  interviewed  and  parts  of 
his  story  of  Mormonism  and  its  de- 
velopment were  printed.  In  his  own 
words:  “I  had  to  be  a salesman  of 
Mormonism  in  order  to  be  treated 
courteously  and  I found  all  of  those 
with  whom  I talked  to  be  open  mind- 
ed.” 

According  to  Professor  Hoyt, 
Wesley  Foundation  in  Irvana,  111., 
provides  that  Theology  be  given,  and 
while  it  is  separate  and  apart  from 
the  school,  fifteen  hours  are  allowed 
to  be  applied  for  graduation. 

In  comparing  conditions  in  the 
schools  he  visited  with  the  B.  Y.  U , 
Professor  Hoyt  stated  that  the  aca- 
demic standing  of  the  teachers  here 
compares  very  favorably.  Further, 
the  laboratory  facilities  here  are  bet- 
ter than  theirs  because  practically  all 
of  their  laboratory  work  has  to  be

Many  Visitors  Expected; 
Week  is  Free  to  All;  De- 
partments of  School  to 
Conduct  Special  Classes; 
General  Assemblies  and 
Entertainments  to  Charac- 
terize Program. 


According  to  the  final  announce- 
ment -of  the  general  cimmittee  on  the 
second  annual  Leadership  Week, 
everything  is  in  complete  readiness 
for  a most  educational  and  entertain- 
ing week’s  program.  The  foremost 
educators  of  the  Church  and  State 
have  been  secured  and  will  conduct 
classes  or  deliver  special  lectures. 
For  many  weeks  students  as  well  as 
prospective  visitors  have  been  eagerly 
anticipating  the  event  which  is  to 
take  place  during  the  week  January 
22  to  26,  inclusive. 

Large  Numbers  Expected. 

Leadership  Week  was  instituted 
last  year  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
short  courses  of  instruction  to  Church 
and  community  worker^,  and  home- 
makers who  cannot  conveniently  at- 
tend regular  school.  Judging  from 
the  large  attendance  which  reached 
the  two  thousand  mark,  and  the  at- 
titude of  those  in  attendance,  the  af- 
fair was  considered  an  overwhelming 
success.  This  year,  it  is  stated  by  the 
committee,  a fifty  per  cent  increase 
in  attendance  is  expected.  Many  fea- 
tures of  last  year  have  been  perfected 
and  the  course  of  instruction  has  been 
enlarged. 

Week  Free  to  Visitors. 

Registration  is  free,  as  is  also  the 
entertainment  which  is  to  be  given 
daily.  The  program  will  embody  a 
wide  variety  of  interesting  features. 
The  twenty  departments  will  have 
programs  of  lectures  each  day,  ar- 
ranged in  such  a schedule  that  an 
individual  may  take  advantage  of  the 
valuable  lectures  in  a number  of  sec- 
tions. A survey  has  been  made  of 
the  available  rooms  in  the  city,  and 
a special  effort  has  been  put  forth  to 
provid,e  adequate  entertainment  for 
the  large  number  of  visitors. 

Special  Speakers  for  Priesthood. 

The  Priesthood  section  will  be 
under  the  direction  of  President  T. 
N.  Taylor  and  Dr.  Christen  Jensen. 
The  speakers  will  be  as  follows:  Dr. 
James  E.  Talmage,  Bishop  John 
Wells>  Bishop  David  A.  Smith,  and 
Bishop  C.  W.  Nibley. 

Art  Exhibitions  Planned 

Professor  E.  H.  Eastmond  has  ar- 
ranged a number  of  the  most  pleasing 
art  exhibitions,  including ; an  exhibi- 
tion of  paintings  by  Latter  Day  Saints 
artists,  a patron’s  loan  exhibit;  a 
model  ball  room  exhibit,  an  exhibit  of 
paintings  by  the  Art  Faculty,  and 
others. 

Farm  Problems  to  be  Discussed. 

An  extensive  program  has  been  out- 
lined by  Dr.  M.  C.  Merrill  to  care 
for  those  seeking  solutions  to  farm 
problems.  A number  of  agricultural 
authorities  are  to  be  present  to  give 
instruction  along  this  line. 

Scouts  to  have  Course. 

The  Scout  Leaders  Convention,  un- 
der the  leadership  of  scoutmasters 
Stewart  Williams  and  A.  A.  Anderson 
will  consist  of  daily  hikes,  practice 
in  swimming  and  life  saving,  demon- 
stration meetings,  etc*,  in  adition  to 
the  outlined  class  exercises.

It  is  reported  that  the  senior  project  com- 
mittee contemplates  raising  money  to  form  a 
nucleus  for  the  building  of  a stadium.  The 
committee  has  not  yet  divulged  the  details 
of  its  plans,  but  is  preparing  to  do  so  at  the 
next  class  meeting. 

Those  behind  the  move  are  visualizing  the 
great  future  of  this  university.  They  can  see 
in  the  not-far-distant  Young  University — the 
greatest  institution  in  this  section,  the  domin- 
ating and  directing  force  of  the  Church  School 
System. 

The  planting  of  trees,  the  purchasing  of 
the  curtain  for  College  Hall  the  installation 
of  the  fountain  in  front  of  the  Education  build- 
ing, the  erection  of  the  sun-dial  were  all  com- 
mendable, but  the  origination  of  a stadium 
fund  is  a step  towards  a bigger  school.  In- 
cidental improvement  adds  to  the  comfort  and 
attractiveness  of  what  the  school  now  has ; the 
beginning  of  a stadium  fund  will  be  an  im- 
petus for  greater  progressive  endeavor. 

The  impendiment  of  the  past  has  been 
that  the  patriots  of  this  school  have  not  look- 
ed far  into  the  future  to  the  construction  of 
an  eminent  university,  but  have  merely  tried 
to  improve  upon  what  was  then  possessed. 
The  idea  now  is  to  make  one  great  institution, 
and  all  improvements  must  be  to  that  end. 

The  stadium  fund  will  serve  as  a stimulus. 
The  students  who  are  now  leaving  school  will 
have  a bigger  school  in  mind  and  will  be  more 
prone  to  contribute  to  their  Alma  Mater.  They 
will  go  out  witk  the  idea  of  a bigger  school 
and  will  consequently  want  to  assist.  Laying 
aside  the  idea  of  the  ephemeral  and  transitory 
we  must  establish  permanent  improvement 
with  an  eye  to  the  future.
